ArT offer Was-ifiatfe by the .Turkish Government for 
a transfer of some of Turkey's mbst elite troops to Austria-Hungary's 
army. Emperor Francis Joseph kindly accepted the Sultan's gift of 
six spitwad throwers.

Smyrna, Turkey, 12 Sept. 1901* (SHPI) The head of the Faithful 
Believers of Islam {generally referred to as the FBI), J, Akbar 
Hookah, reported today that his organization has uncovered and smash 
ed as insidious attempt by foreign agents to undermine the moral 
fiber of Turkey. Hookah stated that FBI operatives had captured and 
burned not less than 1 million French post cards depicting members 
of that nation's government in unusual and unmentionable group 
activity scenes. 

Algiers, 1 Oct. 1901 (JAPe)» Rioting here continued as Arab Nation- 
alists maintain their demands fro immediate free elections and the 
withdrawl of all European occupation forces. NLF leaflets scattered 
throughout the city called upon all loyal Arabs to continue to des- 
troy French property in their nation but warned thatharsh reprisals 
could be expected from the French and Italian colonial military 
forces. The possibility of Turkish aid has been the subject of dis- 
cussion by NLF leaders, as the Sultan's love and respect for. indiv- 
idual freedom has long been known by Africans. 

Verdun, France, 27 Oct. 1901 i (FFP) French Minister of Defense M. 
Menard Lakofka has appointed Field Marshall Rodney d' Hawker to the 



coriftriaha of all French toiI&tar#\forces according to reliable reports 
received here. The- new" .commander Is considered by his peers as 
^ true genius and is fondly '.known by them. as. "Old Waste a Million , 

Among his truimphs arejthe 
capture of an enemy held hill position(during the Franco-Prussian 
War in- 1870) by sir sucoaesive frontal assualts and the parody of a 
poem. >The former feat cost .'only 75% casulties in d f Hawker*s porps — 
thus the hick name — and the latter effort .'certainly contributed to 
his 'renownyas an artist and author.

Kome, Italy- (1-0 May 1901)-Italian Government Shaky 

Riots broke out here in the Eternal City for the fourth straight 
night in a row last night, A huge rally was held by dissident stu- 
dents here in the city last evening at University City, The crowd 
turned to a mob, and by IOiOO fighting broke out when the city 
police attempted to disperse the rally. By midnight the situation 
had degenerated into a guerilla-type street fight, with bands of 
youths roaming the streets looting and clashing with ploice squads. 
Sniper fire was heard. Morning ended the disruption, but a toll had 
been taken, 19 persons killed and 78 hospitalized. Among the dead 
were 4- city policement, 

THE VATICAN-Ul May 1901)-Pope Deplores Riot 

Pope Pius IX today held a press conference on the recent riots that 
have swept Rome for almost a week. In his speech the Pope called for 
an end to violence and bloodshed, but also emphasized that the gov- 
ernment must also make concessions to placate the revolutionary 
elements causing the riots. 



Ankara-Jan l^th, 1900 (AsMP) 

His Mightiness Omar Hamid II declared today from the Gold Topped 
Mosque of the All Holy Allah that Turkey has great forebodings about 
the coming war. Said His Greatness i Turkey will be called upon to 
send the flower of her youth against the powers of evil. They must 
be staedfast and resolute In their actions. The HUN Is attempting to 
crush the freedom of certain peoples. Turkey will not stand by and 
allow this to happen. The Sultan continued* While the insidious 
aged ruler of the duplicity of a monarchy raves on and on about free ' 
dom he plans to grab these countries. The Sultan received an hour 
long ovation from the millions of people who jammed the new Omar 
Hamid II Stadium.

In fact the Emperor 
continuedi Ou troops will enter Venioe on the first day. Rome will 
fall on the second day, Naples on the Third and we will then commence 
building our fleets on the fourth and they will set sail for Apulia 
on the fifth. I shall myself lead the Victory March in Tunis on 
the sixth. We shall rest on the seventh as all the work will be 
accomplished,
